reached a point half way on his jour- 
ney when two men. who had evidently 
been lying in wait for him, rushed out 
of a narrow lane and one of them fired 
a ^single shot from a revolver. 


The murderers were only a couple of 


yards behind their victim and the hul- 
iet struck Maltre Labor! in the back. 
The wounded man uttered an agonizing: 
cry and fell flat on his face. . The mur- 
derers immediately lied throug the 
lane from which they hart emergd. 
and both escaped.. 


At 7.30 o'clock it was announced that 


the bullet had entered the stomach: 
that there was no outward bleeding, 
and that the physicians believe that 
M. Labor! will die from the wound. 


Only two or three laborers going to 


work witnessed the shooting of Maitre 
Labori. 
The spot was well chosen, as 


the murderers could not be seen -by M. 
Laliorl until they rushed out upon their 
victim, the entrance to the park heing 
hidden by bushes. Moreover, they were 
afforded an easy means of. escape by 
passing back through the lane, -which 
led to the country. One of the laborers, 
named 
Patoux, who witnessed the 


shooting, said: 
"As I was passing along the road I 


saw a tall man walking quickly in the 
direction ot Rennes. 
He was on the 


towing path of the Vilaine. He was at 
tired in a dark lounge suit and wore a 
bowler hat. 
It was just as he reached 


the bridge pressing n. stream falling 
Inio-d-c-ViiaiTtK-two-men about medium 
height, and wearing dark suits and 
round soft felt hats, emerged from a 
rural path enterlngthe main road. They 
approached M. Labor! from beglnd. 
Suddenly one drew n revolver and fired 
point blank at Labor!. He was so near 
that it was quite Impossible for him to 
miss. 


"A sharp report was heard and M. 


Labori threw up his'arms and cried 
'Ho];i La!' which is a common French 
exclamation, and fell'flat on his face. 
T and one or two others saw. the deed, 
but the murderers had vanished down 
the lane. Help was Immediately sent 
for. and .the. gendarmes quickly arrived, 
and soon afterward Mme. Labor!." 


Still further particulars show that M. 


Labor! and his.wife left their house to 
gether, but just before the outrage she 
turned back, having forgotten her card 
of admission to the court. While 'she 
was gone M. Labor! met Col. Picpuart 
and M. Oast. Immediately afterwards 
a man shut him. His wife arrived whili

PARIS. Aug. 15.—The warrant

the arrest of M. Geurin, president of 
the Anti-Semite League, who, with his 
sympathizers, has been 
barricaded 


since Saturday last 'in the office ot the 
League, has been placed in the hands 
of Magistrate Fabr*. 
M. Geurin is 


now regarded as an outlaw in a state 
of rebellion, since his notification of 
the Issue of the warrant. 
He can not 


claim the right of a citizen of exemp- 
tion from arrest from sunset to s 
rise, and the persons guarding the 
headquarters of the .League, number- 
ing about forty, are In the same box.

if regulations governing the transmis- 
sion of messages over military tele- 
gniph line and lines under military rule 
s Gstuhlishttd. 
The regulations have 


ie*>n devised by General Greeley with 
he assistance of Lieutenant Colonel 
\llen of the Signal Corps, whose ex- 
lerieuce last summer at Santiago and 
n Porto Rico convinced him that sys- 
.ematic control was essenllal co the 
>roper conduct of the service lines. By 
direction of the secretary of war the 
•uies were subject to modification by 
he commanding general of an army in 


field, but no other officer Is per- 


nltted to have any discretion in obey- 
ng them. 
The rules are as follows: 


First—Dispatches will be sent in the 
ollowing order of priority, due regard 
>eing had to the Importance of mea- 


ts in the same class: (u) those re- 


ating to the movement of admlnistra- 


of the amy in the field and the, 


navy: (b) other messages relating to 
he army, to the navy and to govern- 
mental departments or bureaus of the 
United States; (c) messages of state, 
:erritorlnl or other civil officials relat- 
ing to public business; (d) messages 
between diplomatic agents of neutral 
governments; (*> press messages: (O 
niscellaneous business, those relating 
to death or serious Illness having 
jrlority. 


Second—Dispatches containing mat- 


:er deemed to be Injurious to the Inter- 
ests of the army must be submitted to 
he commanding general of the army in 
:he field for his orders relative to their 
iransmisslon. 


Third—Officers and soldiers ar^strict- 
y prohibited from communicating, ex- 
cept to commanding officers or under 
special authorization from proper mili- 
tary authority. Information by tele- 
graph relative to numbers, movements 
or operation of troops, or details re- 
garding, fortiflca-tlons, . armaments ^or

transmitted over the flying telegrtph 
lines when filed by a correspondent in 
the field who Is furnished with a writ- 
ten permit to serve In such a capacity. 


F.Ighth—Press messages when fllad 


on •military flying telegraph lines will 
he transmitted In the order of filing, 
but no correspendent will be allowed 
to monopolize the line. When special 
circumstances demand special regula- 
tions will be furnished, subject to f- * 
approval oC the general command!:• :

And when we remem- 
ber that it took almost a revolution to 
make even this caricature of justice 
possible, and compare it with the first 
trial of Dreyfus, with the trial of Zola, 
or even with the most ordinary crimi- 
nal inquisition, in which the world is 
not interested, the reasons for self- 
conpratula Lion become stronger 
clearer than ever.

The writer ig strictly opposed to pro- 


hibiting a fool's being a fool by ]au 
otherwise he would, in a public genera 
interest, advocate the'enactment bj 
the legislature of California of a law 
forbidding the shipping of fruits t< 
eastern markets on consignment, 
if 


growers could see how that system 
works at this end of the line they 
would never ship another car that way. 
The only limit placed upon the steal- 
ings of the consignee is the fear of 
killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg, and it Is not always that even that 
fear restrains him. And a single car of 
consigned fruit will demoralize a very 


isidenAle market. I shall have more 


to say upon this subject hereafter. If 
the system of consigning works less 
ill this year than might be anticipated 
it is because, this year, California fruits 
enjoy the monopoly of a hungry mar- 
ket.

possession of the jobber all sorts of arts 
are employed to pass the shrinkage 
along to the retailer. I have seen one 
of these worthies throw a dozen bad 
peaches out of a box and, to cover the 
loss, open up eleven other boxes, ex- 
tract a sound peach from each to fill 
the diminishing box And so readjust 
the contents of the dozen boxes as to 
cover the deceit
